ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1972 


Mr*„  Chairman 5  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Repoi’t  on,  the  hea  Ith 
of  the  people  of  the  District,  and  upon  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  year  1972® 


The  vital  statistics,  whereby  the  health  star  da 'ds  of  a  di,',t:r  .ict 
are  measured,  were  very  good. 

By  any  of  the  yardsticks  employed,  Rugeley  comes  out  better  than  the 
country  as  a  whole.  The  birth  rate  is  higher,  the  death  late  is  l.vwer, 
the  still  birth  rate  is  lower,  the  infant  death  rate  is  lower,  than  the 
respective  figures  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  health-wise  Rugeley  is  f lomdshing . 


However,  there  is  some  evidence  of  levelling  off  in  the  exuberance 
of  Rugeley^ s  growth. 

The  number  of  new  persons  moving  into  the  district  to  lice  wa.'^  .i.ec>s  than 
in  the  immediately  preceding  two  years. 

The  birth  rate,  while  still  half  as  great  again  as  the  Nationai  average, 
has  fallen  a  few  points,  following  National  trends. 

The  natural  increase,  that  is  the  margin  of  births  over  deaths,  was  also 
proportionately  less. 

The  sum  of  these  various  changes  is  a  total  increase  in  population  which 
is  less  than  we  have  been  seeing  over  the  past  few  years. 

The  cumulative  total  is,  of  course,  greater  but  the  rate  of  increase  is  less. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  for  the  District  was  23;)57(^s)  Increase 
of  1160  over  last  yearns  total  of  22,410,  but  the  inci'ease  cf  1160  is  to 
be  compared  with  last  yearns  (1971)  increase  of  1730. 

The  natural  increase  was  450  (465). 

People  moving  into  Rugeley  to  live  were  710  (1265) • 


Total  births  were  585 ^  that  is  36  less  than  the  preceding  yearns 
621.  This  smaller  number  of  births,  related  to  a  greater  total  population 
has  produced  a  birth  rate  of  24.8,  down  from  27*75  and  a  corrected 
(for  age  structure)  birth  rate  of  I8.8 

This  last  figure  is  the  comparative  birth  rate,  and  is  to  be  used  in 
comparing  Rugeley rate  with  the  National  rate  (I4.8). 

The  still  birth  rate  was  8  against  the  National  figure  of  12.  The 
extent  to  which  obstetric  care,  both  pre  and  ante  natal,  has  improved  the 
safety  of  mother  and  child,  may  be  gauged  from  the  still  birth  ate,  which 
this  year  is  8  still  births  per  1,000  total  births,  and  twenty  years  ago 
in  Rugeley  was  39* 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  17th  year  in  si  ccession. 


There  were  eight  infant  deaths^  giving  an  infant  mortality  ate  of  j4  per 
thousand  live  births.  (National  rate  17 )•  * 

There  were  two  deaths  from  pneumonia  (virus )5  one  from  a^ele  raster,  cne 
from  prematurity^  two  from  respiratory  distress  syndreme^  and  two  1  cm 
congenital  abnormalities  incompatible  with  life. 

All  these  conditions  are  intractable  with  present  resou  ces^  ar  d  de-^' f ron 
such  causes  are  inevitable. 


There  were  135  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  yea  ^  giving 
an  ’*ur) corrected”  death  rate  of  5*7  (down  from  7° 3)° 

After  correction  for  the  age  and  sex  structure  of  the  popula'^ior^  ^he 
comparative  figure  of  10.5  emerges^  enabling  comparison  to  be  made  with  the 
National  figure  of  12.1. 

Causes  of  death  followed  the  usual  pattern. 

One  half  of  the  total  resulted  from  degenerative  condition'^  of  the 
circulatory  system.  The  large  majority  of  these  deaths  o.cu  lei  at 
advanced  ages. 

Cancel*  deaths  were  16.3  per  cent  of  total  deaths,,  little  different  f;^om  the 
preceding  year^  and  indeed  cancer  goes  on  steadily  from  yea to  >ea«  c,  raking 
its  toll  at  about  the  same  level. 

Until  some  new  understanding  of  cancer  comes  about^  these  rares  a*,e  likely 
to  go  on. 

After  cancery  respiratory  disease  was  the  next  most  fre-quent  .,au>e  of  deaths 
but  nearly  all  of  these  were  cases  of  chronic  bronchitis^  wsuccumbirig  eventua 
at  advanced  ages. 

Other  categories  were  represented  by  only  one  or  two  example^. 


1972  was  a  quiet  year  for  infectious  diseaseso 
It  was  remarkable  more  for  those  diseases  which  were  abseiitc  than  tor  the  fe 
which  did  appear^  each  represented  by  only  a  few  cases. 

It  was  an  inter-epidemic  year  for  measles.  Only-  20  cases  were  re+ified^ 
in  sharp  contrast  to  the  immediately  preceding  year  when  there  were  323° 

It  is  not  likely  that  immunisation  can  take  credit  for  this  d *amatio  drop^ 
as  it  is  alniost  certain  that  it  is  simply  part  of  the  raturai  biennial  patte 
of  the  incidence  of  measles. 

Only  one  case  of  whooping  cough  was  notified  in  the  whole  yeai . 

Even  allowing  for  the  fact  that  the  diagnosis  of  whooping  cough  is  difficult 
and  often  a  matter  of  opinion,  this  near  zero  incidence  is  most  eru.cui  aging . 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  Both  were  Isolated  at  home. 
The  infection  is  short  lived,  thanks  to  effective  treatmeRt^  and  the 
complications  so  frequently  associated  with  this  disease  in  the  past^  seem 
now  not  to  arise . 

There  was  no  poliomyelitis,  no  meningococcal  meningitis^  no  food  poisoning, 
no  dysentery,  and  no  infective  hepatitis. 

The  control  of  infectious  diseases  is  one  of  the  majc"’  t:‘'iujnph*<  of 
medicine.  So  much  is  this  so,  that  liberties  are  now  taken  wi*^h  major 
diseases  such  as  smallpox  and  cholera,  which  would  have  beer  unthinkable 
not  so  many  years  ago. 
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One  new  case  of  tuberculosis,  in  a  56  year  old  subject,  was  notified. 
All  contacts  have  been  traced,  examined,  and  where  necessary, 
immunised.  No  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year, 
so  this  one  new  case  increased  the  total  from  20  to  21. 

Routine  checks  on  water  supplies  and  upon  food  stuffs  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

Laboratory  tests  on  water  were  uniformally  satisfactory,  and  those  on 
food  showed  only  minor  deviations  from  the  required  standards. 

During  the  year  213  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  e3q)ress  my  appreciation  of  the  co“ 
operation  and  help  of  colleagues,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support.

The  whole  of  the  refuse  in  the  District  is  removed  by  the  Council's  workmen 
in  two  covered  vehicles,  normally  once  every  week.  The  Council  carry  out 
Controlled  Tipping  at  the  Tip. 

(b)  CONTENTS  OF  PAIL  CIO SETS 0  CESSPOOLS ^  ETC. 

This  is  conveyed  from  the  premises  in  a  cesspool  emptier.  The  pail  closets 
are  emptied  once  every  week.  Septic  Tanks  were  emptied  I67  times  by  the 
Council *s  workmen  during  the  year.
